SNAP SHOTS AS PROOF. 


Men Sent Out to Detect Of- 
|... femders Get Piectires of 


Abused Children or Animals Before 
They Make Arrests—Expected That 
Many Copvictions Will Foilow — 
J6hn G, Shortall Explains the Plan 
Officers Elected for the Year. 


ip A camera will be carried hereafter by } 


every policeman connected with the Illinols 
Humane society, When he sees a horse 
abused, or a chili with the traces of mis- 
treatment .evident.in its appearance, the 
camera will be swung into position. 

Before the arrest is made, before thé of- 
fender is aware that the policeman is a wit- 
ness of the brutality, the camera will click, 


| and evidence of the offense will haye been 


obtained. 

This plan was explairied to the society at 
ite annual meeting yesterday by President 
John G. Shortall. In his annual méssage he 
recommended that the officers of the society 
add cameras to their eqitipriient, and action 
was taken which will follew the suggestion. 

The best evidence of brutality is a picture 
of it, President Shortall argued. No era 
how vividly the policemat may be able to de- 
‘scribe the cruelty, he said, the snap-shot pic- 
ture of the act will do more to secure con- 
victions. . 

Even in the case of a@ mistreated child, 
with marks of abuse on ite body, the photo- [ 
graph is expected to be better evidence than 


lay between the commission of the crime and 
the hearing in court the ehild may recover, 
and it may not show thé traces of cruelty 
which were apparent when the arrest was 
made. 

Shortall Explains Plan. 

“ We propose to add a new department to 
the society during the coming year in the 
shape of a ‘photographic equipment,” said 
President Shortall explaining the plan. ‘* Ar- 
rangements are being made whereby in the 
near future photographs will be taken of 
every child brought under the care of the 
society and of every animal whose ailments 
are of such a nature that 4t is advisable to 
preserve evidence of their enormity. 

“Many cases have been brought to our 
attention in which photography would great- 
ly enhance the value of the officer's report.. 
For instance, no words can so well express 
the strenuous endeavors of an overloaded 
coal team to negotiate the long incline at the 
approach of a bridge as a snap shot picture. 
No bruises on a child's body and limbs are 
one-half so vivid and pronounced when ex- 
-hibited in court as when the injuries are 
fuly developed immediately or shortly after 
infliction. 

** My opinion is that these enictearanian will 
be of the greatest assistance to us in prose- 
cuting persons accused of cruelty." 

The society will assume charge of the dog 
pound when it opens this week. President 
Shortall said the structure occupied for the 
‘purpose was dilapidated and inadequate.

SEE MARYLAND | IN MIRAGE. 


Steamer Dresden, 200 n, 200 Miles at Sea, Gets 
‘Remarkable View of Cape 
Henry Lights. 


Baltimore, Md., May 4.—[Special.]—Officers 
of the North German Lloyd steamer-Dres- 


mirage was seen at sea while approaching 
the Maryland cost. When 200 miles east of 
the Maryland shore the officer of the deck 
and the lookouts made out the powerful 
lights on Cape Henry, Cape Charles lightship, 
and Hog Island light. 

This was at 9 o’clock at night and the 
beacons burned brightly on the horizon. Ac- 
cording to the calculations of the ship's offi- 
cers the lights were not due to be seen for 
sixteen hours later, and they were startled 
to see them distinctly off the bow.

SAVE MONEY AND HEALTH 
Commissioner Blocki Says Only 
Question of Practicability 
Is Incline of the 
Sewers., 


DR. REYNOLDS APPROVES IT, 


An order to have. the streets cleaned by 
flushing will be Introduced in the Council. 
by Alderman Nicholas R. Finn of the Twen- 
/tleth Ward. Mr. Finn says the plan will do 
away with dust and will also ee than 
sweeping. 

Commissioner Blocki favors the plan, and 
says it will. prove successful if the sewers 
will bear off the refuse that is carried into 
them. Health Commissioner Reynolds looks 
upon thé proposition with favor, believing 
that plenty of water on the pavements will 
do more to remove the disease germs in the 
dust on the streets than any other remedy 
that can be applied to them, 

Commissioner Blocki has $337,000 avail- 

ble for cleaning the streets of Chicago dur- 
ng this year. Under the present. method it 
requires $90,000 for ordinary sweeping pur- 
poses in the down-town district. The South 
Park Commissioners have flushed nightly 
two miles of Michigan and Jackson boule- 
‘vards at a cost of $1,800 annually. A smaller 
hose is used on.the asphalt streets than 
would be necessary where the pavement is- 
granite, but basing the estimate of cost on 
that offered by the South Park commission 
Comrhissioner Blocki is of the opinion that 
the flushing of the twelve miles of down-town 
streets, now swept nightly, would save the 
city thousands of dollars. 


Alderman Finn Talks of His Plan. 

‘There is no doubt in my mind that the 
flushing of most of Chicago's streets is prac- 
ticable,”” said Alderman Finn.’ “ At least 
I am in favor of giving it a trial, and, should 
it prove a success, I would ike to see the 
work continue during the summer months. I 
will introduce an order in the Council on 
Monday night providing for the experiment 
by the Commissioner of Public Works. After 
it has been tried it will not be hard to figure 
out the cost and the effectiveness of the 
method, so that the expense can be divided 
between the departments upon which it is 
thrown. é 

“The streets of all the larger European 
cities are washed nightly. Chicagoans who 
attended the Paris Exposition informed me. 


streets particularly and found that they 
were not swept, but had large quantities of 
water poured over thé Of course the 
sewers of Paris are enormous and capable 
of carrying off any amount of débris that 
“may be borne into them.

Commissioner of Public Works Blocki whs 
endeavoring during the afternoon to sleep 
and rest from the effects of his all night 
street inspection. He rubbed the dust out 
of his eyes and began to express his hopes of 
giving the citizens the clean: streets they 
desire. . 
“TT want to give the flushing of the pave- 
ments a trial before I say whether or not It. 
will be a success,” he said, ‘I certainly 
favor the plan. At present we are sweeping 
twelve and one-half miles of streets in the 
down-town district. I.am not. in favor of 
trying water on all streets at the start. It 
qnight result in the whole plan proving a 
failure. But there are certain streews on 


There is no doubt in my mind about washing 
granite pavements. I am satisfied it can be 
done. 

*“* The great test will come from the sewers. 
We have some antiquated sewers in the 
central district, not fit for a country town. 
They were constructed years ago, and long 
sipce outgrew their usefulness. We have 
twelve-inch sewers in districts where sewers 
four times that size are required. They are 
not large enough to meet the daily demand 

upon their capacity.”’

Judged from a sanitary standpoint, Com 
missioner of Health Reynolds said he be- 
HNeved the cleaning of the streets with water 
would be a success. 

“Too much water would be just eauet> 
said he. “By that I mean that all the 
water you could put on the streets would be 
good for the public health. It would carry 
off the disease germs which infest the dust 
of the streets. It would remove allAhe mud. 
There is no danger of too much dampness In 
Chicago. The water poured over the streets 
would evaporate in a half hour. Another 
thing that must not be overlooked is that 
flushing the streets would bring us better 
pavements. There would be a demand for

“Of course, they may say, even if the 
streets were washed nightly, the alleys still 
would be uncleansed.

** Mr. Eastman then laid down his revolver 
on the euthouse steps and took the old rim- 
fire revolver, for the purpose of getting it in 
shape to use, as the ammunition was prac- 
tically exhausted. 

* He started in with this revolver, and Mr. 
Grogan was then walking backward and for- 
‘ward, explaiping to Eastman the proper way 
to sight a revolver. 

Both. Men Terrified. 

“There was still one undischarged cart- 
ridge in the old revolver, and it stuck and 
would not work. In trying to remove that 
cartridge Mr. Eastman accidentally let the 
hammer fall and there was a discharge in the 


up his hand, in which he had his revolver, 
and drew a long breath. Whetheran ex- 
clamation was made just at that point I do 
not now remember, but Mr. en ee 
terrified and thunderstruck. 

** Mr. Eastman started toward Grogan, be- 
Heving and supposing that the shot from that 
rim-fire revélver had struck Mr. Grogan; 
always supposed so; always has said so any 
time that he has told this story from begin- 
ning to end; that the thing occurred just as 
he was at work examining that revolver. » 

“ Now, as he started toward him to ansiet 
him, Mr. Grogan’s revolver was discharged 
almost directly at Mr. Eastman. Mr. Hast- 
man hed got pretty close to him with the 
design to assist him, supposing that he was 
shot, and got hold of his right wrist; and 
then there was a struggie—both men un- 
doubtedly terrified, shocked, frightened be- 
yond all measure. 

“They struggled around, and while in 
that struggle that revolver was discharged— 
that is, the pearl-handled one, Mr. Grogan’s 
revolver, was discharged twice, perhaps

Qualifications Necessary for a Successful 
_Bteersman of a Motor Machine 


in Cycle Racing. 


Steersmen for motor machines are plentl- 
fui, but the right man for the’place is hard 
to find, acc ng to the men who do the 
seeking. steersmen need fot be large 
crosswise, and he need not be large other- 
wise, but he must have nerve, and lots of 
that. Some of the best steeramen of today 
are little fellows whose nerve has been shown 
to be considerable. The steersman carries 
the motorman and the pace follower either 
into or out of dapger, and at times every 
ounce of nerve sessed by him must be 
brought into play. The motorman must have 
every confidence tn his steersman, for he has 
no time to give commands. The rear man 
has his eyes upon the levers, or, rather, has 
one eye there and the other upon the rider 
who is following, whose head is probably 
butting him in the back.

We only know that they drink vodka 
and tea and.eat caviare, and that the prod- | 
ucts of the country are wheat, ice, and Tol- 
stol. Beyond this we are quite ignorant. 
This book will throw much light upon our 
ignorance. if we read its pages intelligently 
we will have an excellent idea of the char- 
acter of the country and its peaple. | 
The casual! visitor to Russia from England 
or America would see comparatively little 
difference in the life of the newer of the large 
cities and that of his own country. The visi- 
tor who goes deeper into the life of Russia 
will find it to be quite unlike that of any other 
country. 

Take for example the position of the priest. 
In every country of the world, except Rus- 
sia, it is an honored position. There it is 
looked upon with contempt. A priest may 
marry, but if his wife dies he must go to a 
monastery and never think of marrying 
again. If he happens to have a great “ pull ” 
with the officials he may be spared the mon- 
astery, but he must not dream of marrying a 
second fime. The son of a priest may not 
engage in any regular business and he is 
aiways regarded with a certain amount of 
contempt. And yet R ns think highly of 
their religion. In many of Russia, to 
come unexpectedly upon a priest, a crow, ora } 
raven, under certain circumstances, wor'ld } 
be. equally regarded as an omen of com. 
death or disaster, It must be admitted tha. | 
in many cases the low esteem in which the 
country popes are held is not wholly un- 
deserved. Except for the purely ecclesias- 
tical training they have received at the semi- 
narles, they are generally quite uneducated, 
and only too often their moral character is 
far from estimable. Habitual intemperance 
is by no means rare, and occasionally leads | 
to scenes in which the spiritual pastor of the 
plays a somewhat undignified |.

Should he expostulate he would be 
graciously informed that it does not matter 
in the least, ee if in broken Russian he 
should ex his indignation at being 
caught in aie attire it-would only make 
matters worse. His hands—perhaps his feet 
—would be kissed in the vain attempt to as- 
suage his wrath, and the intruder would at 
igngth withdraw, penitent, but bewildered, 
and racking her brains to discover what 
could have put the Bareen out of temper 
that morning!’

were running it was too late to move out past 
them, so we kept on. The first boat turned a 
searchlight on us, headed out ever so little, 
and swept by a hundred feet away. The next 
steamer was a quarter of a mile astern and 
already had its electric eye on us. It kept 
closer in and its swelis came to us just as we 
were at the worst point of those of the first 
steamer. The third and fourth boats swept 
by in turn, the last not thirty feet from us, 
and as it passed a naphtha launch went be-. 
tween us and the shore. The river was a 
boiling caldron, with the choppy waves and. 
cross seas, and we danced about frightfully. 
Just then -Nghts of three more steamers 
Came in sight and I began sculling out into 
‘the middle of the river. Before the steamers 
came we passed our intended moorings, were 
oe cal by the crossing, and headed for the 


shore. A fisherman warned us not 


to-go any nearer the chain of rocks, #o about 
helf-past 8 we found a resting place at last — 
over a mud bar with three feet of water un- 
der us and our lines made fast to a big-enag 
which thus saved instead of wrecking.

The wind was off our 
shore, so I hoisted sail and set out for the 
channel. Happening to put the steering oar 
down some distance, I found that the river 
bottom was but five feet of so beneath us 
and was coming closer, and was hard sand, 
We were evidently sweeping down on the 
bar. The fog hid us in, and nothing could 
be seen ten feet away, but the oar toid all 
that was needed of the impending calamity.

were all stowed enugly on shelves 
with protecting ledges, or were hung up from 
the rafters or walis, so aa to leave a little 
clear room. We were less crowded after 
passing the City of Chester, Ill., than we were 
when we arrived there, however. Chester is 
bullt upon a hill. We came there in the mid- 
dle of a lovely day, when we had drifted on 
a placid, though swift stream over the site 
of the ancient capital, Kaskaskia, and by the 
pretty mouth of the Okaw River. 

About noon we came down to Chester, and 
instead of running into the eddy below town 
ran in against a riprapped bank above a 
little point, and went ashore for mall. As we 
were in a hurry and expected to be there but 


a minute we tied up loosely. Up onthe — 


levee we asked a man where the postoffice 
was. He pointed to an innocent appearing 
flight of steps and said ‘‘ Just up those stairs." 

We weat up those steps. Then up some 
more, and then found ourselves at the foot of 
a veritable Jacob's ladder, which reached to 


. the skies. Our hearts sank, but our feet went 
wowards atid we slowly and. laboriously 


climbed the hill. We'found the postoffice at 
the summit of the peak, and when we got 
thete fuund no mail. Bo we climbed down 
the stairs again. As we were coming down 
we saw the steamer Beaver charge by our 
mooring place full speed and close to shore, 
but we were not worried, not knowing that 
there was a rock scarcely an inch. beneath 
our hull on the side toward shore. Just be- 
fofe the steamer's waves reached shore on 


an occasion of this kind the water recedes 


swiftly for several inches. We had left our 
dinner dishes on the table. The water went 
down all right, but the rock held up one side 
of the beat. When we unlocked the cabin 


and peeked in the floor from end to end was | 


strewn with rufn—with fragments of vege- 
table dishes, plates, platter, cups and sau- 
cers, with a mixture of beefsteak and mashed 
potatoes in especially favored spots, One of 
us wanted to cry, but didn't, deciding it was 
no use. But our shelves and our table were 
less crowded after that. 

lt must not be imagined, however, thal 
even on the upper river we had but a chapter 
o¢ calamities. Now that the tfip is over, they 
stand out as the chief incidents of the great- 
est time of our lives, but then they passed 
az the veriest incidents, We were nearly 
two weeks going over this bit of riyver—per- 
haps ten days is nearer correct—se that a 
majority cf the days were without exciting 
lucident. 

The river was delightful most of the time. 
Tae autumnal colors were everywhere, and 
wheh*we tied up in some creek little wider 
than our vessel, as often happened, and spent 
@ part of a day rambling on the shore, we 


‘found nut-brown woods sweet scented with 


the wdors of October, though November was 
nearly half gone. There was still golden- 
rod In masses, and often sunflowers, beside 
frost flowers and asters, so that we never 
laced variety and pleasure in our walks. 
Scoinetimes at évening. we would have a 
starch of two cr three miles for eggs or a 
pail vf milk, as when, near the quaint set- 
tlement of Prairie du Rocher,” Illinois (the 
inhabitants call it Perdaroosher), we strolled 
along a road through the level bottom lands 
us the sun was setting. In the background 
were the ever lovely hills and the little vil- 


Jagc nestling at their feet, while along the 


river bank were countless birds singing in 
the bushes. 

There Was a sugge. .on of wildness over 
the water that happily was not realized, and 
at dusk a civilizing touch was given to the 
scene when the government snag boat Ma- 
cumb came to the shore and tied up not far 
from us. We were securely housed that 
night, being made fast to the lower side 
of a big dike of piling which turned the cur-

us & slow eddy, while from the dike itself'a 
bencon glowed as warning to mariners. We 
camc back to our boat across a bit of sand- 
bar, bullt up by the dike, just at full dark,

We caught up with summer again at 
The night—or rather the second night—after 
election we had been at Bishop's Landing, 
in Missouri, and for a day the thermometer 
had not gone above freesing, There was an 
inch of ice on our water bucket that morn- 
ing, and we feared that winter had us in its 

That was a great fear 
that we would not get out of the upper river 
before it froze up. In fact, at Bishop's Land- 
ing on that Thursday the driver of the mail 
stage came into the postoffice with the fur 
overcoat and mink skin cap he would wear 
in the keenest winter. ;

We had Jost our fear of winter now and 
drifted along more contentedly... 
ward midday we would: run in to the Ken- 
shore and walk back through some de- 
l sycamore wood toa ca 

hog and a negro, or maybe a whi 

and try to bribe them to guide us to a dairy, 
but we could have found hens’ teeth more 
easily than milk. we-would lazy around 
in that beautiful Kentucky country for an 
hour or two, and then go back to the boat, 
and I would split up an armful of driftwood 
and we would go on our way again. 80 we 
passed Columbus and Belmont—scene of a 
famous battle—admiring the 
there, which were more impressive now that 
we had so few of them. We passed Hick- 
man and next day Island Number 10, and tied 
up in the mouth of St. John's Bayou, through 
which the union steamers came to surprise 

New Madrid. We were here in the heart of 

the Darnell-Watson feud country, made fa- 

mous by Mark Twain, and spent nearly a 
week there, visiting at the house of one of the 

contestants—a veteran of many fights. 

The river Was rising rapidly now. It had’ 
been eight feet in St. Louis. Bometimes below 
New Madrid it rose two feet under us in a 
night. The river below Cairo is an endless 
lumber camp, resounding for 800 miles with 
the blows of axes and the whirr of sawmills, 
the Nood rose saw logs | 
with the drift, and sometimes big rafts would 
come along, having torn from their moor- 
The shantyboat people were all on

bank now, tled up in eddies where they could. 
catch and hold these rafts, and some of them 
captured hundreds of dollars’ worth of tim- 
ber in this way. We took advantage of the 
increasing current te hasten to Memphis, 
and came down the river to that beautiful 
city on the afternoon before Thanksgiving. 
We spent two weeks admiring it, while the 
river rose to twenty-five feet, and then, with 
a good.current, made Arkanses City, 230 
miles, in an even week of good weather. 

We had one never falling source of delight 
on this stretch. The river fows between end- 
leas forests, in which choppers were busy. 
Their weird songs rang out over the waters 
from under the great arches of the*trees, 
making a music one can hear nowhere else. 
Where they get these strange melodies, who 
can tell?-these songs without words which 
seém to spring from the throats of all who 


enter the great forest, as {f they were a part 


of the spirit of the trees themselves. We 
used to set on the deck in our easy chairs in 
the warm December sun, dreaming through 
perfect days, and listening to the everchang- 
iad songs. So we spent Christmas,a perfect 
day, below. Greenville, Miss., drifting that 
day out of Arkansas into Louisiana, and 
tying up at night at a towhead In midstream. 


Tying up on a towheaad was part of our 
plan in this reach of river for keeping away 
from the Mississippi side. From Greenville 
to Vicksburg the blacks are said to be the 
worst in the South. At Arcadia landing a 
cabinboat belonging to one Thompson of 


‘TMinols, traveling just ahead of us, was 


entered by two rufflans, who pretended in- 
terest in the stock of goods that Thompson 
was selling. To open doors after nightfall 
is against all-shantyboat tradition on the 
lower river, but Mr. Thompson allowed these 
men to enter, and when they left they had 
killed him, his wife, and their baby. and set 
the house on fire. It is, perhaps, needless 
to say. (as this was in Mississippi) that the 
bincks were lynched next day, but the whale 
racé was in an ugly moed, and as far as 
possible we kept to the more civilized Loujsi- 
ana shore. 
We did get to the Mississipp! bank one 
day, and had quite an experience, for as 
we lay  storm-bound in a pocket eddy the 
whole sheltering point, thirty feet high and 
an acre in extent,-silently, slowly, majes- 
tically slipped down into the river, without 
a splash or sound, leaving a cleanout clay 


bank and no eddy at all. We got. out and 


made for the nearest sand bur, _ 


We Were at Lake Providence: La., on New 
Year’s—a town by & most beawiful lake— 
and a week later ran into the new canal at 
Vicksburg and tied up to spefid seven weeks 
exploring the vicinty. Summer was there, 
roses and other flowers, especially sweet- 
scented violets, being abloom in every one’s 
garden. We went up to the National Ceme- 
tery on.Centennial Lake, where a rebel fort 
efice atood, and later went up the Yazoo 
River on the cotton steamer Rees Pritchard, 
240 mites to Greenwood. The Yasoo is a 
narrow, crooked stream, much like the 8t. 
Joseph, but somewhat larger. 

Part of the Way coming back we went 
through “the lake,’ which is so narrow 
that for miles the willow branches from both 
banks brush the steamer. We had a flerce 
snow-storm here, and had to tle up for the 
night, after breaking windows in both sides 
of the cabin by striking trees.' Next day 
there was six inches of show on the ground, 
but it was all gone we: wot 
Vicksburg again.
